Climbin g straight 
up or d own they feel fairly certain of 
sustain in g an y strain on the rope, it 
Is most Importan t, therefore, that ev­ 
ery party should use its own un im­ 
ped ed jud gmen t In regard to every ex ­ 
ped ition . The great d an ger in places 
like Zermatt an d Chamon ix Is that 
there are a large n umber of un employ­ 
ed guid es always waitin g about to 
catch the un wary traveler an d tempt 
him In to a d ifficult an d ex pen sive 
climb. He will get far more pleasure 
out of the sport if he begin s with the 
cheap an d easy an d works grad ually 
up to d ifficult.

a son of Absalom and Mary (Elliott)

river” from Terre Haute, Ini , to 
New Gleans, and he tells many thrill­ 
ing experiences oa the Mississippi 
in those stirring days, when the main 
traffic went by boat and barge dowa.

He came to Illinois on» 
horseback to look at the new “ Rock 
River country.” in January, 1843 He 
a^aln visited this locality in August, 
1845, and entered from the govern­ 
ment the land in Lafayette township, 
Ogle county, where his son, T. W. 
Hunt, now resides. 
He was married Nov. 19th, 1845 in 
Vigo county, Indiana, to Nancy Ann 
Reed and in June, 1846, they moved 
to their new home In Illinois in a 
covered wagon.

forty years and in August, 1886, mov- 
e i to Frank lin Grove where they have 
since resided.
